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CATTLE DISEASE IN 
FERMANAGH. | 


£45,000 LOST LAST YEAR. 


At the meeting of Fermanagh Committee of 
Agriculture, reports were read from the 
various districts in the county in regard to 
the prevalence of contagious abortion in 
cattle. 

The Chairman, Colonel Barton, D.L., said 
that a conservative estimate wouldt be 15,000 
cattle suffering from this disease, and placing 
calves at their lowest value, at £3 per head. 
it meant a loss to County Fermanagh of 
£45,000 last year. 

The reports showed that the disease was 
not so prevalent in 1927 as in 1926. In the 
Newtownbutler area 50 per cent. of the cattle 
at present are affected, and the disease is 
spreading. In Derrylin area the disease was 
not so prevalent last year as in 1926; 45 per 
cent. of the cattle had been affected, but 
there had been a good improvement, and not 
more than 10 per cent. were now affected. 

In Kinawley district 60 per cent. had been 
afiected, but later in the season many cattle 
proved to be in calf, and now not more than 
20 per cent. was affected. In Monea and 
Springfield areas there was also an improve- 
ment, and not more than 37 per cent. was 
affected in 1927. Many cattle had since im- 
proved, and at prescnt abeut 10 per cent. 
were suffering. Reports from Kesh and 
Ederney districts showed that the disease was 
not so prevalent as in other districts. 

Dr. Johnston said that the Kesh area was 
underestimated. In the Milk-recording 
Association out of 150 cattle on the books 
only 90 were free*from the disease. 

Mr. A. Anderson, J.P.—There is scarcely 
a calf in the Kesh area. 

Dr. Johnston said that if there was a spot 
on a pig’s ear they would have Government 
veterinary surgeons tripping each other look- 
ing for swine fever. This was a far more 
important matter. 

The Secretary. Mr. W. H. West, J.P., 
suggested that the Ministry should schedule 
the disease, as was done with swine fever, 
and make treatment compulsory. 

Captain Verschoyle—To leave the matter 
voluntary would be no use. Treatment must 
be compulsory, and the disease made 
notifiable. 

li was agreed to send the reports to the 
Ministr¥. of Agriculture, with the recom- 
mendation that steps should be taken at once, 


as suggested, to cope with the discase.

Ladies 
who are nervous about employing unknown 
window-cleaners 1n their houses should make 
& especial note of this hint. 

Damp weather such as we have had for the 
past few months is mainly responsible for 
the rust stains which make their appearance 
in all manner of unexpected places: Emery 
paper, which, like steel-wool, is graded, is 
a d rust remover from iron or steel. If 
this is not in stock, very fine ashes, always 
available. make an excellent substitute. 

Nickel is kept rust-free and bright by 
frequent rubbing with an oily cloth. 

Salts.of lemon placed on rust stains on 
linoleum removes the stain at once, but great 
care should then be taken thoroughly to wash 
away all traces of the chemical. 

Thanks to ‘‘s'ainless’’ steel, housewives 
have now few cutlery cleaning difficulties. 
Some people think that the stainless. variety 
lacks sharpness; this is absolute fallacy, ex- 
— with some of the very first made articles 
which were only coated ‘* stainless.”

CHILDREN OF THE 
MIDDLE-AGES. 
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very hard time of it. Their parents must 

have had natural affection for them, for 
human nature is the same in all stages of the 
world’s history; but they seem to have been 
very slow in displaying this affection. Even 
the mothers kept their boys and girls at a 
great distance. They dressed them like little 
men and women, and evidently expected them 
to behave as euch. 

One wonders how the little daughters of 
the wealthy could have run about or played 
in their long skirts and ridiculously high- 
heeled shoes, whose turned-up toes were often 
several inches in length. The dress of the 
bovs was also extremely unsuitable and 
cumbrous. These children were frequently 
sent away from home at a very early age to 
be brought up in houses of strangers. This 
was supposed to be for their good, but a 
contemporary writer says: “I believe they 
do it because they like to enjoy all their 
comforts themselves and think that they are 
better served by etrangers than they would 
be by their own children.” 

The children of the poor were, like their 
parents, more sensibly dressed, but they also 
were severely treated, and were often sent 
away from home at seven years old to be 
apprenticed to a stranger. How were they 
educated’? In the early middle ages they at- 
tended the monasteries, where they learned 
to read and write and sing. Here the dis- 
cipline was, probably, not too severe, but 
when the grammar schools were founded the 
boys had a very hard time of it. They 
spent nine hours in school every day, and 
even during thei. short holidays they had to 
be there for two hours every day. 

All knowledge was beaten into them. 
generally with a birch rod, and though the 
girls of the upper class did not at this time 
go to school, yet their parents frequently 
gave them severe beatings for the most 
trifling faults. Unhappy children! Yet what 
splendid men ard women they turned out.

HOUSEHOLD WASTE. 
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HERE are, roughly speaking, some thou- 

I sands of pounds of bread baked in the 

lrish Free State dailv, and of this, at 
a very low computation, half an ounce per lb. 
is thrown away in crumbs, leavings, etc. 
Reduce this to value, and we would. arrive, 
even approximately, at a sum of some hun- 
dreds of pounds sterling. Still greater, pro- 
portionally, is the waste in condiments. 
Mustard is wasted to the extent of fifty per 
cent.—that amount being generally left upon 
the edge of the consumer's plate to be removed 
by the dish washer. To obtain ahgolutelv 
correct figures respecting this relish is, of 
course, an impossibility, but the value of 
the daily waste is considerable. 

Vinegar, again, is thrown away in quantity 
representing in value some pounds daily. 

Somewhat smaller is the sum which repre- 
sents the sugar wasted by being left in the 
bottom of tea cups and in sugar-basins as 
dust. Still, a few pounds per diem is, in these 
davs of striving to make ends meet in the 
ordinary household, by no means a sum to be 
despised. 

Salt is good—we have high authority for 
sO saying—but were it as expensive as bread 
and wasted to the same extent as that com- 
modity, big fortunes would be wasted every 
day. As it is, the value of its waste daily is 
considerable. 

Were potatoes peeled in a scientific manner 
—that is, scraped, they would afford at least 
five per cent. more nourishment than they do 
when peeled by the method which obtains 
with the modern cook, especially when it is 
taken into consideration that the most 
nourishing part of the tuber lies next the 
skin. Of the total consumption, which reaches 
about £200 worth daily, it is safe to say that 
five per cent. is wasted in peelings. 

Evéry housekeeper who keeps a servant 
knows to her cost the waste in coal. It may 
be said that at least from three to five pounds 
weight of good, solid, burnable coke and coal 
are thrown into the dustbin every morning. 
Attention to these little wastes would, at the 
end of each year, mean a considerable saving 
in many householders’ homes. G. G.

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IMPORTANT ISSUE. 

In the Dublin District Court, before Mr. 
Little, an application on behalf of the 
Dublin Corporation was made by Mr. Burke, 
solicitor, to commit Mrs. Isabella Lemon to 
prison for failure to carry out an Order to 
pay rates in respect of property owned by 
her on St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. The 
rates were vanancy rates, amounting to £38, 
for which a warrent had been obtained from 
the District Justice. 

Mr. Dickie, K:.C., with whom was Mr. 
Howe (instructed by Mesrss. McHenry and 
Maguire), for defendant, submitted that the 
District Justice had no power to commit cn 
such a warrant, holding that making same 
was purely a ministerial and not a 
judical act, and being, therefore, not a 
judgment of a court, no committal order 
could be made thereon under the enforcement 
of Court Orders Act, 1926 

Counsel quoted numerovs English and 
Irish cases in support of his argument that. 
the District Justice had no power to Issue 
a Committal Order in respect of a Rates 
Warrant. 

Mr. Justice Little, expressing the opinion 
that he had no power, made no rule on the 
application to commit on the undertaking 
that the Corporation would test the entire 
validity of the rates in question in a higher 
court,

RECORDER SYNOD 


in Belfast was referred to by Judge Thomp- 
son (Recorder of Belfast) at the opening of 
St. Columba’s sale of work, at Knock.

He might be wrong in his view. but his 
opinion was that if the movement was to be 
made a success the people in general must 
he told about it—told in detail, told 
vincingly, and told frequentiy.

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REPLACEMENT OF STOCK, 
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NORTHERN FARMERS AND 
EXTENSION OF LOAN, 
agitation for the 
period of payment of the 
stock loan is growing in Fermanagh, and 
at the monthly meeting of the Commiitee 
of Agricultare a deputation was received. 

Mr. W. T. Scott, Hall Craig, who was 
the spokesman, said that the farmers had 
got an extension of six months, but that was 
not sufficient. They were simply not able 
to pay the money back at present, and they 
asked that the Committee press upon the 
Northern Ministry the necessity of extending 
the period of repayment over the next five 
vears. Already two-thirds had been repaid. 
Many of the farmers who re-stocked their 
farms had to sell the cattle later for less 
money than they paid for ther, and suffered 
thereby a severe financial loss. ‘They sug- 
gested that, if the loan should be extended 
over five vears, the first payment should 
not be asked before next December, instead 
of next June. Their M.P.’s, he regretted

It was snowing very heavily at 
the time, and he did not think that Dempsey 
saw the "bus. as his head was turned towards 
the wind. ‘The driver could not have avoided 
the accident.

Musical Taste. 


Among numerous letters of congratula- 
tion printed in the jubilee number of 
The Music Trades’ Review (London), a 
monthly trade organ, which has been pub- 
lished without interruption from 1877, is 
one from Alderman H. Keatley Moore, 
who describes himself as ‘‘ possibly the 
oldest pianoforte maker now actively in 
business.” I mention it in order to 


reproduce an interesting point made by 


the writer with regard to improvement in 
public taste for music. Looking back 
nfty years or more, he recalls the old 
pianoforte piece, ‘‘ The Maiden’s Prayer,’’ 
beloved, he says, by pianoforte makers. 
“We were sick of hearing it, as musi- 
cians; but we loved it as salesmen ; for, 
in all the long years, that artless maiden 
never once failed to buy her pianoforte !”’ 

In contrast with the former popularity 
of that baleful piece, he places the fact 
that the gramaphone record easily first in 
sales during the past year was one ol 
Mendelssohn’s ‘‘ Hear my prayer.” Inci- 
dentally, he notes that, following the issue 
of that record, until restrictions were 
placed on public admission to the church, 
the Benchers of the Middle Temple, whose 
chapel it is, were being crowded out by 
people who went to see and hear the boy 
soloist whose singing was recorded. The 
main point is, of course, that from ' The 
Maiden’s Prayer ” to ‘‘ Hear my prayer ' 
as music for the multitude is a big 
advance in fifty years. ‘That is only one 
sign among many; but it represents the 
ease most strikingly. Despite jazz influ- 
ence, we have advanced.

Heo is 
ound conspiring with a Chinaman to acquire 
some deadly microbes, which 
desiriction to an enemy nation. 

Later he turns out to a wicked Bolshevist— 
a Russian spy, who is endeavouring to lay the 
blame for the British Minister's disappear- 
ance on an innocent Polish Princess, 

There are many complications before Sir 
Richard Norton, assisting the British Minis- 
ter, with the help of an American journalist, 
succeeds in exposing the sham detective, thu» 
bringing matters to a satisfactory conclusion. 

This brief. outline does vot convey ade- 
quately the interest and excitement of a 
thoroughly thrilling play. It was well cast, 
Mr. Leon M. Lion. acting particularly well.

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OW have we who love the music of 
Wagner to be grateful in high 
measure for the gramaphone. All recent 
steps of progress towards perfect 1epro- 
duction of complex music-tone have been 
in our favour. 

What is it that we have desired from 
the moment when first we came under the 
spell ot Wagner? To hear, and hear 
again, the master’s greatest works, and, 
whenever possible, to hear them per- 
formed as he intended. Our opportunities 
have been few. To attend performances 
of the great music-drama at Bayreuth, 
Munich, Berlin, or even at Covent 
Garden, must remain for the majority an 
unfulfilled ambition. Frequently before 
the war, but less often of late (as far as 
Dublin is concerned), touring companies 
have given us “ Lohengrin” and “ Tann- 
hauser.’’ Otherwise we have had to be 
content with orchestral excerpts and 
arrangements of certain parts isolated 
irom their dramatic context. 

Even these have been available none too 
often, so that we were glad to have them 
included in gramaphone recordings. One 
of my earliest record purchases, more 
than twenty years ago, was a five-shilling 
record of the Fire-Music from “The 
Valkvrie.” In later times it has been 
possible to acquire a fairly large reper- 
tory of orchestral records of Wagner 
music. Electrical recordings of perform- 
ences by a great symphony orchestra, 
conducted by Albert. Coates (“ H.M.Y. ”), 
have been specially useful. 

Nevertheless, no’ Wagnerite counts him- 
self as anything but miserably unsatisfied 
till he has heard the great music-dramas 
in full performance. Many of us. have 
worked hard at scores and analyses in 
preparation for a desiderated opportunity. 
Full and worthy performances are rare, 
and they are costly: for most of us, there- 
iore, the opportunity must seem remote. 


ALBUM OF 14 RECORDS. 


Here, now, to help us, however, is the 
gramaphone, in association with the latest 
resources of electrical recording methods 
and the splendid enterprise of a great 
record-publishing company. The Grama- 
phone Company's (His Master’s Voice) 
new issue of “The Valkynie,’’ on four- 
teen records, in an album that contains 
also some useful annotations, is a splendid 
example of what can be done to bring 
Wagner music-drama home to us. In 
time, no doubt, we shall have the whole 
of “ The hing ” in this form, 

It is not quite a complete recording of 
‘<The Valkyrie,’’ but I doubt whether 
any student of the music-drama will re- 
gret in any real degree the omissions that 
were decided on—the hunting episode in 
Act I. and the quarrel of Wotan and 
Kricka in Act If. These episodes have 
some dramatic significance, but their 
musical value is stall. Musically, a 
domestic wrangle might be capable of 
humorous treatment, but Wagner was 
anything but humorous with regard to 
his epical characters. He must be a 
rabid Wagnerite who sincerely can pro- 
less any love for the ponderous argumen- 
tativeness of Wotan and Fricka, who cer- 
tainly are not god-like in that scene. 

What is of more importance in a check 
of the yecorded version against the 
authentic score is the fact that, in the re- 
corded performance of the essential bulk 
of the music-drama, the full instrumental 
resources required by the composer have 
been employed. With old methods of re- 
cording the resultant tones could not have 
heen. brought into gramaphone focus. 
Here, however, thanks to the application 
of improved methods, we have the sounds

It has been an evening of delight. “ The 
Valkyrie ” is rich in scenes that impress 
ihe mind, and quiver in the memory ; the 
storm. music at the opening, Siegmund’s 
song of Spring, the drawing of the magic 
sword Nothung and the mutual recogni- 
tion of Siegmund and Sieglinde, the flight 
of the lovers; Wotan’s charge to Brunn. 
hilde, the slaying of Siegmund, the ride 
and assembly of the Valkyries, Wotan’'s 
chiding of Brunnhilde, his farewell to 
her, and the raising of the girdle of fire 
round Brunnhilde’s rock. 

For the records of Act I. and parts of 
Act If. the London Symphony Orchestra, 
under Mr. Albert Coates, was employed ; 
for the remainder the scene was trans- 
ferred to Berlin, where the State Opera 
under Dr. Leo Blech, was em- 
ploved., Record No. 7, of the close of 
Act I. from the drawing of the Sword, 
gives a thrilling sample of the London 
recording. The orchestral passage at the 
fall of the curtain, representing the 
lovers’ flight, is one of the most inspiring 
pieces of Wagner music that Mr. Coates 
has done for the gramaphone—and his 
previous Wagner performances were 
supreme among orchestral recordings.

THE SINGERS. 


Walter Widdop’s singing in the part.of 
Siegmund is extremely beautiful, and his 
high nete at the close thrilling in power 
and tone quality. Gota Ljungberg, cele- 
brated for Covent Garden and continental] 
performances in Wagner, is the Sieglinde. 
The other side of this record (Side No. 8) 
is another glorious expanse of orchestral 
music, with the Sword motive prominent 
at first, stirring later to the vigorous 
theme of the Valkyrie’s ride. The 
“ Ride ” itself—-it is the Berlin Or- 
chestra performing now—and the assembly 
of the Valkyries and Brunnhilde’s arrival. 
occur on Sides 18 and 19, which vield a 
remarkably vivid realisation of Wagner's 
bold musical scheme. True climax, how- 
ever, 18 reserved for the last four sides. 
which contain Wotan’s farewell and the 
F'ire-music. 

How moving is Friedrich Sehorr's sing- 
ing, and what a surge of sound from that 
great orchestra! To think, moreover. 
that these sounds, which in their fulness 
Í hardly had hoped to hear even once 
more in my life, now may be released to 
my ears on whatever evening I choose to 
(ledicate to them! Finicking persons may 
suy that gramaphone reproduction falls 
far short of actual performance, but I am 
grateful for what the gramaphone gives, 
and, after listening to records like these. 
I feel that it gives a remarkably close 
approximation to direct performance. 

Two splendid singers are heard in 
srunnhilde’s music—Florence Austral in 
the London portion, and Frida Lieder in 
the Berlin portion. 


A _MASTFRSINGERS RECORD. 


Friedrich Schorr, whose singing is con- 
veyed so thrillingly on these records. is 
regarded as, perhaps, the greatest Wotan 
since the part was written—-certainly the 
greatest of his day.

NEW POST OFFICE PREMISES. 


Although the authorities have taken 
formal possession of the new post office 
premises recently purchased from the City 
of Cork Steam Packet Co., Ltd., at a cost 
of £13,500, the building will not be tak: D 
over until the Ist of April. Reconstruc 
tion work will then be carried out, and 
it is anticipated that the sorting offices 
and Customs department will be trans 
ferred there by next September. This 
change will provide much-needed relief for 
the congestion at the General Post Office. 
due to increased postal traffic and the 
establishment of a new department, with 
a larger staff for Customs inspection. 

I am informed by Mr. William Cooper, 
the Postmaster here, that when these two 
departments are transferred, structura] 
alterations may be carried out in the 
public office, which will be enlarged to 
meet requirements during ' rush ” hours. 
and the advisability will also be con. 
sidered of transferring the Telephone 
Exchange from its present site on the 
South Mall to the General Post Offices 
building. ; 


MEAT INSPECTION. 


The, Cork City Medical Superintendent 
Officer of Health has submitted an impor- 
tant report to the Borough Commissioner, 
Mr. P. Monahan, in regard to the inspec- 
tion of meat intended for human consump- 
tion. He recommends a series of more 
stringent by-laws, prohibiting sale befor 
the meat has been inspected. Full con- 
sideration of the subject has been deferred 
until after 3lst of next March. N 

Dr. Carroll points out that, under pre- 
sent conditions, the only places where the 
inspection can be carried out are at the 
meat stalls, and that to inspect these 
properly would require an enormously 
increased staff. ‘‘ In any case,” he says, 
“the system is wrong, because carcases 
must be examined as a whole, and ‘where 
one discovered diseased meat in a stall, it 
is impossible to find the remainder of the 
carease, which might be equally dangerous 
to customers.’’ - In the absence of a 
sufficiently large public abattoir demon- 
strably capable of dealing with the 
requirements of the city, he could not 
recommend the closure of all the small 
licensed slaughter-houses in the city, but 
he suggests that all meat intended for 
sale within the city boundary should he 
brought to a central dépét for inspection. 

The Public Health Department has no 
supervision over slaughter-houses outside 
the city boundary, and it appears that 


they have no power to compel persons 
slaughtering cattle inside the city to 
notify them in advance of the hour at 
which they intend to slaughter animals. 


THE TAILTEANN GAMES REGATTA. 


It is hoped that the unanimous decision 
of the Irish Amateur Rowing Union in 
favour of holding the Tailteann regatta at 
Cork this year will meet with the approval 
of Al] oarsmen who know the course and 
realise its advantages. It has been de- 
scribed as the finest course in the world. 
The usual course of one mile and a 
quarter is portion of a perfectly straight 
stretch of slightly over two miles, and T 
understand that it is extremely likely 
that the “ big event ’’—the international] 
race for eight-oared boats—will be rowed 
over the longer course.

THREE-FOLD INSPIRATION. 

When Mr. Cosgrave came @t of the 
Gresham Hotel and mounted the platform, 
which had been erected on the footpath, he 
received a rousing reception. The vast crowd 
that thronged the street cheered continuously, 
and joined in the singing of ‘‘ The Soldier's 
Song. Mr. Alfred Byrne, T.D., presided. 

Dr. Hennessy, who was received with 
cheers, said that the demonstration that they 
had witnessed was but a small reflection of that 
whole-hearted welcome which they extended 
to President Cosgrave from the depth of their 
hearts and in the fullness of their joy. 
(Applause. ) 

“This expression of a people’s joy at his 
safe return,” declared Dr. Hennessy, “a 
three-fold in its inspiration; we rejoice in 
doing honour to the office of President; we 
rejoice in expressing our welcome on the 
return of the man who fills that office; and, 
this manifestation of our joy and 
welcome is an expression of our appreciation 
of the honour paid to us through him by the 
people of America. (Applause.) He went 
there to pay a debt we owed, and we are 
satisfied that, by his behaviour, he did not 
alone pay the debt in full, but shed honour 
and glory on the people he represented. 
(Applause. ) 

“I believe I am expressing the views of 
the citizens of this country when I say that 
his visit to America will have far-reaching 
results. ‘The people of that great country 
have, for the firet time in our short history, 
been afforded an opportunity of hearing the 
truth first-hand. (Applause.) No longer can 
we be known as the ‘poor and distressful 
country,’ that thorn in the side of Europe, 
but rather have they now learned to 
appreciate the fact that the freedom which 
we now enjoy is manifesting itself through- 
out the length and breadth of our country in 
a spirit of self-resiance, a epirit of progress, 
a spirit of industry, and a spirit of inde- 
pendence. (Applause.) For making these 
facts known we are indebted to the President 
to an extent which it would be impossible to 
convey within the compaes of words.” 
(Applause. ) 

MR. COSGRAVE’'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Cosgrave, who was received with cheers 
that lasted several minutes, said: My dear 
fellow-citizens, this is a unique and pleasant 
occasion for me. I have no prepared speech 
to address to you to-night. I have returned 
from the great continent of Amerca, having 
been everywhere received with dignity, 
generosity, and hospitality which could only 
be given to us by a great and a free people 
fhear, hear and applause)- tree not only in 
respect. to the great United States of America, 
but free also in respect of Canada, one of the 
sister nations of the Commonwealth. 

May 1 tnat | went to America for 
one and oniy one purpose; to thank the peoples 
of that great continent for the practical and 
sympathetic interest which they had shown 
to us here during many years of tribulation 
and of sacrifice. (Hear, hear and loud 
applause.) The dominant note amongst the 
great people of America when 1 gave them 
vour message of thanks and appreciation was 
‘Treland owes nothing to America ; and 
there you have in a single sentence the great 
secret of the wonderful progress, the grent 
development and the fine characteristics which 
distinguish that great nat!on. 

Only three or four weeks ago we travelled 
over a district that is called Valley Forge. 
Valley Forge was the site of the encampmeyt 
of Washington s Army which fought for the 
independence of the United States. (Ap- 
plause.) There, along the various inteérsec- 
tions of that district. were the names of the 
various bricades comprising his army, and we 
learned there something of the suffering, 
something of the privations, something of the 
courage which animated that great army of 
independence, an army which, had it suc- 
ceeded. had but little to look for in recogni- 
tion of its success, and which, if it failed, 
had the gallows to face. 


BIRTH OF INDEPENDENCE. 

There, in my opinion, was born the great 
magnificent independence of the citizens of 
that great State. The greatest heritage that 
Washington and his Army could have be- 
queathed to their country was the courage, 
resource, self-reliance and independent spirit 
which his Army breathed onthe whole 
Continent, imbuing it with the courage of all 
the races comprising that great people. 

[ bring back to you a message of good- 
will, peace and abiding true affection and 
love. 

Here there were loud cheers, and a brilliant 
flash of light illuminated the platform and 
its surroundings. 

Mr. Cosgrave, continuing, said :—Ireland 
has a warm place in the great big 
heart of America. and the capital of Ireland, 
in turning out to-night in such great numbers, 
and assembling its various institutions to 
meet, not me, but the head of the Govern- 
ment of this country, has done honour to our 
American friends. My concluding words are: 
“God bless the people of ealta, the 
United States and Canada, and God bless 
Ireland.” (Cheers.) 

MR. FITZGERALD. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
Defence. who also was cheered, said that 
their first word was to thank the people for 
that magnificent welcome. They had come 
back from a country in which Irishmen had 
many relatives and, therefore, it was not 
extraordinary that they were received in a 
wav in which possibly no other representa- 
tives of a foreign power had ever been 
received in the United States. 

That country, the greatest in the world 
to-day, was only getting into the 
stride of its greatness. It had been very 
largely built up by men and women of the 
Trish race, and ever since the United States 
existed as a free country there had been, 
not merely friendship, but the closest cor: 
diality and family relations between Ireland 
and that new country. Their people over 
there were being moulded by the land with 
a great new nation, giving their unqualified 
allegiance to the country of their adoption, 
but not in any way forgetting the country 
from which they were sprung, or the people 
of Ireland, who were their people.

They had gone to America, not as party 
politicians, but as mouthpieces for the Irish 
people to express appreciation of the friend- 
ship and assistance which throagh all the 
years they had received from the people of 
America, and to tell them what were the 
hopes for Ireland. President Cosgrave had 
taken a message of hope, and he was not 
received as an outsider, but in an un- 
precedented way. He was received by Con- 
gress, and spoke on the floor of the Senate 
of the United States. That was an expres- 
sion on behalf of the American people of 
their affection for the Irish people—an ex- 
pression of their recognition of the great work 
that their people had done in building up the 
country, and an expression of the respect in 
which Ireland was held, respect built up 
by their people in America. 

RENEWED HOPE. 

They had come back to Ireland with re- 
newed hope and determination that their 
country, to which they gave unlimited and 
unqualified allegiance, should not be less than 
any other country in the world. ‘hey were 
oniy a small people im a small nation, but 
their influence and responsibility in the world 
was greater than their smallness. Ireland 
was the birthplace and Cradle of one of the 
greatest races in the world to-day, and 
if $many more people than they 
had looked to them, it behoved them 
to see that they would create a condition here 
in which not only their own people, but the 
millions throughout the world, would take 
pride, and that that pride they might take 
in having supported the cause of Irish 
freedom should oe well justified 

They saw in America that the people 
accepted their duties of citizenship cheerfully, 
and recognised that, no matter how they 
differed among themselves, they were occu- 
ied in building up their great country. In 
lead they had passed through tryine years, 
but now everyone could know that they were 
engaged in building “p a creater Ireland, in 
which their children should live. They were 
capable of hard work and of using their in. 
telligence; they were capable of building up 
a country able to take its place with all the 
great countries of the world, and able to win 
their respect and to justify the love and 
veneration that existed in the hearts of their 
fellow-countrymen in the United States, 
Canada, and all parts of the globe. 

They thanked the people of America for 
the unprecedented privileges extended to 
President Cosgrave, and ihe interest that they 
manifested in the Ivish representatives at all 
times during their stay. (Applause.) 

MANY BENEFITS. 

The Chairman then thanked the citizens, 
on behalf of the Reception Committee, for the 
wonderful welcome that thev had given to 
Mr. Cosgrave that night. That meeting, he 
said, was not of a political character, but was 
a reception to Mr. Cosvrave on account of 
the great position which he occupied as 
President of the State-and as their am 
bassador in America. (Applause. ) ‘““T am 
satisfied,’ said Mr. Byrne, ' that the resul 
of his visit to America will be of a wondérfuí 
nature, and will bring many benefits to this 
country, many. benefits to its industries, and 
I hope it will bring many benefits to our own 
citizens.

FROM THE PILLAR. 


WHAT THE PROCESSION 
LOOKED LIKE, 
a oe

it was bitterly cold out on the top of the 
Nelson Pillar last Saturday night, but the 
discomfort endured for two hours and a half 
was forgotten in the experience of watching 
a unique sight from a novel viewpoint. 

Like many Dublin men, I had never been 
on the Pillar before. The climb up is not the 
ordeal that we hear so much about. They 
say that there are one hundred and sixty 
steps in the spiral staircase, and for that I 
willingly take the word of whoever has 
ccunted them. I know that I was out on the 
platform above when I thought that I could 
not be more than half-way up. 

The last few yards of the ascent 
negotiated with difficulty through a pile of 
queer-looking bundles, which held the 
materials for the display of fireworks, , There 
was very little room to move about on the 
platform, which was packed with the pyro 
technic truck. One had to be extremely care- 
ful where he placed hand or foot; for those 
brown vaper parcels cotid do a lot of harm. 
The assistants impressed upon me the need 
for caution. There is a tradition in the fire- 
works business that a man who once stepped 
by accident on a ‘‘shell’’ had his foot biown 
off.

FIVE THOROUGHFARES. 

The first impression of Dublin seen at night 
from that eminence was that Talbot street 
in the east and Henry street and Mary street 
stretching westwards are very beautiful 
thoroughfares. They presented a fascinating 


stretch of lights seen in perspective, while, on 4 


the other hand, both halves of Sackville street 
were curtailed almost to stumpiness. The eye 
again and again returned to the pretty picture 
of the lights stretching down the Liffey sides, 
At regular intervais the immense sweep el 
the revolving Bailey Kght, ten miles away, 
filled the eastern sky. The military search- 
lights, operated from the Rotunda and the 
4; P.O., made Sackville street as bright as 
day. 

One had to be looking down, as I was, to 
appreciate the vastness ol the gathering that 
filled what Dubliners regard as the finast 
street in the world. North of the Pillar theve 
was a solid mass of humanity all. the way 
up to the Rotunda. The Sp pac on the righ:- 
hand side kept clear for the procession looked 
like a tiny thread of silver. The voices of 
the multitude came up to us as a half-heard 
murmur. lke the waves breaking on a 
shelving beach a mile away. It was an un- 
canny thing to be so near to so many 
thousands of men and women and yet to feel 
so far away from them. 

When the first rocket was sent whizzing up 
into the darkness from the base of the Nelson 
statue we began to realise that we were not 
forgotten up there in the cold. We were 
then right in the midst of the happenings for 
the spe«tators. 

The display. of fireworks was given by a 
Dublin man, Mr. Peter Mountain, who, with 
his three sons, carries on this unusual busi- 
ness in Cork street. In 1897 he carried out 
the fireworks exhibition from the top of 
Nelson Pillar as part of the celebration of 
the Jubilee of Queen Victoria. The whole of 
the material used in the display last Satur: 
day night was prepared by Mr. Mountain and 
his family. ! 

THE PROCESSION. 

The most interesting feature of the pro- 
cession itself was the crossing from the west 
to the east side of the street, just north of 
the O'Connell monument. For a few minutes 
the parade rot swallowed up completely in the 
crowd. The glitter of the silver mountings 
on the helmets of the Civic Guards, who led 
the way, showed where progress was being 
made through the mass until the procession 
was again on its: ordered way on the other 
side of the thoroughfare. 

The illuminated aeroplane flew very high, 
even as seen from the. ton of the Pillar. 

When Mr. Mountain shouted the instruc- 
tion to his sons that everything was to go off 
at once to mark the end of his show, I dived 
for the little door that leads to the inside of 
the Pillar. I had had enough of the hizzing, 
smelling, blazing, banging. I remembered 
that I never was really very greedy for fire- 
works.

The report of the Free State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on agricultural con- 
ditions in the Free State on February lst 
states that: during January little progress 
was made with pioughing except on high- 
lying ground, and other work in the fields 
was most dificult. The feeding of stock 
mainly occupied attention, and, when 
weather permitted, the carting of roots 
and manure, drain making, repairs to 
fences and the lifting of potato clamps 
were proceeded with. 

Owing to the continued wet weather, 
pastures were in a sodden condition, and 
in most counties afforded little keep. In 
some districts housing was resorted to or 
the range of the cattle restricted to avoid 
cutting up the pastures. More liberal 
handieeding than usual had to be given 
to outlying stock in order to maintain con- 
dition, and for this purpose heavy inroads 
were made on supplies of hay, straw and 
roots. 

Reports from a few counties indicate 
that stores of home-grown foods are 
running low and that a continuance of 
severe weather would necessitate strict 
economy in the use of these foodstuffs to 
enable stock to be carried over the winter. 
In general, however, ample supplies of 
home-grown goods are available and no 
shortage 1s anticipated. Owing to the 
present high prices of purchased foods the 
P illest possible use was made of home- 
grown produce; oats, barley, wheat and 
potatoes, where plentiful, . being sub- 
stituted. The value of the ‘by-products 
from the sugar factory is becoming better 
understood, and the demand for these for 
stock feeding increased. Mill  offals, 
maize and cotton meal were extensively 
used to supplement home-grown foods. 
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THE GRAIN M AR KET.

GOOD SUPPLIES OF POTATOES 
Markets were sparsely supplied with grain, 
as farmers had ' their 


disposed of most ol 
surplus ‘earlier in the season. 


The trade in 
seed corn had not commenced; and the grain 
marketed was mainly feeding oats. Occasional 
lots only of wheat or barley were on offer 
by farmers. Prices of oats generally showed 
an appreciation. White oats sold at lds. 6d, 
to 14s. 6d. per barrel, and up to 15s, 6d. 
for grain of mulling quality. Black oats 
usually made 12s. 6d. to 14s. per barrel. 

Supphes are still plentiful on most farms, 
and, except in a few instances, the tubers 
are keeping well in the pits. In many 
districts the surplus is being steadily disposed 
of, and ‘local markets are well rlrge i at 
a few centres the outlet is rather restricted. 
Considerable quantities have been fed to farm 
stock, mainly to pigs, the consumption of 
potatoes for this purpose being heavier than 
usual owing to the greater number of pigs 
in the country. Values improved slightl~ 
during the month, and, while prices at local 
markets were variable, they usually ranged 
from 5s. to 3s. 6d., and occasionally down to 
ós. per cwt. In County Louth sales for 
export were efiected at £3 to £3 6s. per ton. 
In Cotnty Donegal large quantities were 
bought for shipment at around £3 per ton, 
£4 per ton being paid for King Edwards. 
For shipmept from County Cork £4 was paid 
to farmers ffor potatoes of the King Edward 
variety and £3 per ton for Kerr’s Pink and 
Up-to-Date. In the Athlone district there 
was a steady demand for early varieties for 
seed purposes, : 

ROOT SUPPLIES PLENTIFUL. 

A substantial proportion of the turnip crop 
was fed to stock during the past month, but 
supplies of these are expected to be 
sufficient exceptionally severe 
weather is experienced. Roots are keep- 
ing well, except in County Wexford, 
where some ‘‘retiing”™” of turnips is 
reported, Prices at markets for these crops 
were usually 2us. to 22s. per ton. Owing to 
the sodden state of the land, difficulty was 
frequently experienced in carting in turnips 
from the fields. The weather also impeded 
the delivery of sugar beet to the factory, but 
in most of the beet growing areas only a 
small proportion of the crop how remains LO 
be sent forward. 

The earlier sown wheat has brairded well 
and is making fair progress, though the 
flooding of lower-iying land may result in 
some patchy crops. Uniavourable weather 
conditions have retarded the growth of the 
later and. these have made little 
progress. JT ractically no wheat could be 
sown during the past month owing to the 
constant rains and the wet state of the land. 
Catch crojs are healthy in appearance, but 
made very little growth during the month. 
The area under these crops is smaller than 
usual, 

FLAX GROWERS SATISFIED. 

Scutching operations were well advanced in 
the flax growing areas. The demand for 
scutched fibre remained steady, and prices 
showed an improvement from the middle to 
the end of the month. Growers are well 
satisfied with this year’s returns, and pre- 
parations are being made for sowing an 
increased area during the coming season. It 
is reported that land for flax growing in 
County Monaghan has been let at up to 
£9 10s. per Irish acre. In Gounty Donegal 
scutching proceeded steadily throughout the 
month; the yield was up to a fair average, 
but the quality of the flax in some cases was 
ofily medium to fair. Values ranged from 
12s. 6d. to 17s. per stone. In Counties Cavan 
and Monaghan the yield and quality were 
variable, and prices returned were from i4s. 
to. 17s. 3d. per stone; rough tow realised 
from 8s. to 10s. per cwt. Seutching in 
County Mayo is almost completed; the yisld 
was up to the average and the quality of the 
fibre is reported fair. Prices were ffom 13s. 
to 16s. 6d. per stone. The yield and quality 
of fibre were satisfactory in County Cork 
and the prices returned were from 15s. 6d. 
to 16s. per stone. 

MORE STALIZFFED CATTLE. 
FEW REPORTS OF FLUKE AMONG 
| SHEEP. 

Outlying cattle remained healthy and 
retained their condition fairly well despite 
the severe weather, but they needed extra 
feeding. The numbers of cattle at fairs were 
rather below the average for the season. The 
recent improvement in the demand was well 
maintained, and trade for all classes was better, 
Values were firmer and showed an upward 
tendency, especially for beef cattle of handy 
weight and well conditioned stores of nice 
quality. The poor demand prevailing in the 
early winter for stores, and the improved 
prices recently current for beef, have induced 
farmers .who had sufficient turnips and other 
foodstuffs to stall-feed more cattle than usual. 
In several counties there was a substantial 
increase in the number of cattle put in to 
fatten. First class cows and springers con- 
tinued in demand and previous rates were 
maintained, but values were weaker for thuse 
of secondary grades. 

For good quality animals of the various 
classes average prices were—Fat bullocks and 
heifers, 40s. to 42s., and occasionally up to 
45s., per cwt. live weight; strong stores, two 
to three years old, £16 to £18 10s. each; 
one to two years old, £11 to £14 10s,. each ; 
yearlings, £8 to £9 10s. each; down caived 
cows, £18 to £23 each; springers, £19 to 
$25 each; springing heifers, £17 to £22 each, 
and dropped calves, 50s. to 65s. each. 

"SHEEP. 

As a result of the adoption of méasyres for 
the prevention of fluke, few reports: have been 
received of losses from this disease. Flocks 
generally were healthy, but there has been 
some loss of condition owjng to the severe 
weather. Supplies of sheep on offer at fairs 
weré reduced, and the inquiry chiefly centred

PIG TRADE IMPROVED. 
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showed a steady rise equivalent to about Qs. 
per cwt. dead weight over the month. At 
the end of January, values of bacon pigs 
were approximately 70s. per cwt. ', dead 
weight, or 52s. 6d. on the live weight reckon- 
ing. ‘The trade in fresh pork was more 
active, and prices for porkers of the most 
suitable weight were from 70s. to 90s. per 
cwt. dead weight, or abgpt 8s. per cwt. 
above the previous month. This outlet is 
being more widely availed of, though there 
was a tendency in some districts, oWwing to 
the high price of feeding, to market an un- 
duly large proportion ot pigs at the lighter 
weights suitable for the porker trade, mence 
at some markets there was a relative scarcity 
of pigs of suitable bacon weights. Bon. 
hams were in belter demand at trom 25s. to 
40s. each. The recent improvements in prices 
have tended to cheek any reduction in breed- 
ing stocks. Sows aré being retained, and in 
some districts an increased number were put 
to the boar. 
BETTER DEMAND FOR HORSES. 

The improvement recently noticeabie in 
the horse trade has been well maintained, 
and a better demand at enhanced rates was 
fairly general for all classes. Useful farm 
horses sold at £25 to £35 each; and animals 
suitable for city work at from £3 to xv 
each. Vanners made £25 to £5, and 
troopers £25 to £35, and occasionally up to 
£45 eacn. Young horses lhkely to make 
hunters were in good demand at +40 to £60, 
while a number of sales of made hunters 
were reported at prices ranging from 280 
to £200 each. 

AVERAGE MILK SUPPLIES. 

Supplies of milk to creameriés were up to 
the seasonal average, but were below nor- 
mal at some centves. Values varied con- 
siderably. The prices paid (separated milk 
being returned) were :—In Munster, 64d. to 
Sid. per yallon ; Leinster, 7id. to Sid. ; (‘on- 
nacht, bd. to 7d.; and Ulster (Free State 
counties), 64d. to 74d. per gallon. Retail 
prices at the chief provincial towns ranged 
from Is. Ud, to 2s. per gallon

SCHEMES. 


TENANT PURCHASERS. 
ae TE Be 


At a special meeting of the Dublin City 
Commissionags which was held in the City 
Hall, Dublin, last Saturday, Commissioner 
Dwyer submitted particulars of the sale of 
the five, four, and three-voom houses in the 
Drumcondra area to occupving tenant-pur- 
chasers. The cash prices were based upon 
the standards fixed for the Croydon Park 
five-room houses and the recently completed 
four-room houses at Fairbrothers’ Fields, with 
a reasonable differentiation as between the 
lntter and the proposed new three-room 
houses (the first of this type provided under 
the sale scheme). It was estimated that the 
total income in respect of capital, interest 
and ground rents would be about £12,100 
annually. ' 

COST OF THE SCHEME. 

The total capital cost of the scheme, after 
allowing for Gecusueinen grants, would be 
approximately £230,000, and the annual 
charge in respect of sinking fund and divi-, 
dends was estimated at £14,600, thus show- 
ing an annual deficit of about £2,500. 

n these calculations provision had been 
made only for the portion of the acquisition 
cost relative to the thirty-two acres actually 
occupied by the thirtytwo houses. . Bighty- 
five per cent. of the site had been reserved 
for private building enterprise, and would 
afford space for about 450 additional houses 
of a better type than the houses erected by 
the Corporation. It. might reasthably be 
assumed, therefore, that, as a result of the 
Corporation building scheme and private en- 
terprise, one thousand additional customers 
approx) y would be provided for by the 

lectricit® Department. 


ELECTRICITY. 

In these circumstances, and having in view 
the deficit above referred to on the housing 
scheme, it was agreed that the cost of the 
electric cables for this schéme, estimated at 
£6,450 (and which was included in the total 
estimate above mentioned) should be charged 
against the funds of the Electricity Supply 

epartment, The Free State Minister for 
Local Government had approved of the 
scheme. The particulars showed that the 
rents of the five-room houses, according to 
position, will range from 16s. 1d. to 17s. 7d. 
a week; four-room houses from 9s. 3d. to 
lis. 6d. The higher rents are charged for 
the. houses that are semi-detached.

MR. R. MULCAHY’S VIEWS. 


‘The Gaeltacht and its People,’’ was the 
subject of a lecture delivered last night by 
Mr. Richard Mulcahy, Free State Minister 
for Local Government, nnder the auspices of 
the Bray branch of the Gaelic League. Tne 
Rev. R. K. Brady presided. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that the efforts of the 
British Empire to suppress the nationality 
and language of Ireland. had failed com- 
pletely. They could have no doubt that in. 
the changed circumstances in Ireland the 
language here and in other parts of the world 
was safe. In 1760 there were 60,000 French- 
speaking Canadians in Canada, and to-day 
there were three millions. Irishmen were not 
going to allow their language to die. They 
now had more control of their educational 
policy than the Welsh had of their own. 
There were 900,000 native speakers in Wales. 
The Executive Council had published its 
recommendations and stated its policy so far 
as the Gaeltacht was concerned and if any- 
thing had been left undone it was open to 
anyone to point it out and to suggest what 
should be done. The circumstances were 
quite clear and he thought that they had 
submitted a solution of the problem.

Possibly, the most important 
part of his tour was his short visit to 
Canada, where he saw at first hand 
another British Dominion in full pros- 
perity. Mr. Cosgrave was not many hours 
in Canada; but he was there long enough 
to see that two races—the British and the 
French-Canadians—live and work together 
in complete harmony under the British 
Crown. These races differ in language, in 
religion, in a dozen other respects. The 
survival of the French-Canadians as an 
entity is one of the most remarkable 
facts in modern history ; for they receive 
virtually no new blood from France, and 
it is safe to say that their survival would 
be possible under no other system of 
government save that under which they 
live. The British Empire is unique, inas- 
much as it. is able to reconcile the wide 
diversity of its constituent parts with the 
complete unity of the whole. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s experience in Canada will have 
impressed. him with this fact, and he also 
will have learned that a sturdy State can 
give willing and whole hearted allegiance 
to the British Empire without the sacrifice 
of one jot of its independence of thought 
or action. Canada is as free as any 
nation on the earth; yet she is pas- 
sionately loyal to the great Empire of 
which she forms a part. The Canadian 
people, whether they are of British or 
French or Irish stock, recognise that the 
ideals for which the British Empire stands 
are worthy of the loyalty of a proud breed. 
Is it too much to hope that Mr. Cosgrave's 
visit to Ottawa has hastened the day when 
the people of Ireland, irrespective of class 
or creed, will share that view?

has been completed. Road vehicles are 
made to travel by appointed’ roads—a 
necessary regulation, no doubt, but one 
which obliges every vehicle leaving Newry 
for the South to find a zig-zag way down 
a precipitous road instead of travelling 
by the level and safe water-side. In like 
fashion a Free State motorist whose road 
crosses Northern territory—as when he 
journeys from the County Donegal to the 
County Monaghan, finds himself unable 
to obtain a permit, with less than a highly 
elaborate procedure occupying some days, 
if there be any suspicion that a single 
turning’ on his engine has been manu- 
factured abroad. When, as on the road 
which the Belfast-Dublin omnibus follows, 
the traveller sees the Custom hut on one 
side of the border line in course of fresh 
and elaborate construction, as if in token 
of the belief that it is built for use far 
into the indeterminate future, he is 
saddened, and wishes that all the men 
of Ireland could 'be made to visit the 
unnatural separating line and to realise 
the wrongness of division.

American Motor-Cars. 


What is the average life of a motor car? 
In the United States trade estimates are 
based on the assumption that cars must 
be renewed every six. years. Thus the 
Guaranty Survey of New York considers 
that the number of cars in use in the 
United States will reach its maximum at 
24,000,000, and that the consequent 
domestic replacement demand will amount 
to 4,000,000 vehicles a year. Last year 
| the new registrations showed a gain of 
only 5.1 per cent. on the number of cars 
in the country—the smallest proportional 
annual increase ever recordcd, represent- 
ing a gain of only 1,123,000 vehicles. The 
total number of cars now registered is 
25,125,000, so that the saturation point of 
American demand is near. Nevertheless, 
no fewer than 3,394,000 vehicles were 
manufactured in the United States last 
year, indicating that more than two and a 
quarter millions were used for replace- 
ment of scrapped vehicles or exported. 
The full force of the replacement demand 
never yet has been felt, for the reason 
that the cars scrapped hitherto have 
represented the output of early years. 
Since the total of cars built six years ago 
was much smaller than the total built 
five years ago, the number due to be 
scrapped this year is equivalently smaller 
than it will be next year. Only when 
saturation point in the possession of cars 
has been maintained for six years will the

Elections in Japan. 


Next-week the first general election in 
Japan under the Manhood Suffrage Act 
will be held.. The number of voters is 
estimated at over 10,000,000, or from three 
to four times the total of voters under the 
old franchise. In 1925 the close restric- 
tions’ of property which governed. the 
franchise of sOme 3,000,000 voters were 
removed, and every man of 25 years of 
age, given a reasonable period of fixed 
residence, was assured of the parlia- 
mentary vote. At the same time new 
provisions were made concerning the 
number of deputies representing the elec- 
torate, with the result that the new Diet 
will consist of over 450 members. A 
recent parliamentary crisis “precipitated 
the election declared for next week, and 
the Japanese world is watching with 
interest and, perhaps, anxiety for the 
stand that will be taken by the new voters. 
Rival parties are carrying on election 
campaigns of unprecedented vigour. The 
Government Party has caused gramaphone 
“records” of the Prime Minister's 
speeches to be distributed throughout the 
country. One of the Ministers has posed 
for the cinematograph in the act of de- 
livering an oration, and the film which 
represents his gestures is exhibited simul- 
taneously with a gramaphone reproduction 
of his words. The Opposition Party has 
set up vigilance committees for the 
purpose of watching the Government 
adherents in order to check or to expose 
foul play. At the same time the Govern- 
ment Party has caused its opponents to 
be subjected to incessant espionage. The 
new voters, if they fail to elect a Parlia- 
ment agreeable to their unguessed desires, 
will not have the excuse that candidates 
have failed to make their policies and 
persons familiar.

THE HON, GERALD WILLIAM 
LASCELLES., 

The Hon. Gerald William Lascelles, uncle 
of Viscnt Lascelles, died on Saturday last 
at, the residence of his son-in-law, Lov 
Poltimore, North Melton, Devon, in. his 
seventy-ninth year. The son of the fourth 
Karl of Harewood, he was educated at Eton 
and Magdalene College, Cambridge. He mar- 
ried, in 1875, Constance Augusta Mary Fitz- 
clarence, eldest child of the late J. Burton 
Phillipson, of Bramshaw House, Lyndhurst, 
Hampshire, and Sunninghill, Berkshire, by 
whom he had one son and one daughter. 
The Hon. Gerald Lascelles was a fellow of 
the Zoological Society, and had been Deputy 
Surveyor of the New Forest from 1880 to 
1914. He took a deep interest: in outdoor 
sports and was author of several works upon 
such subjects. His were the Badminton 
volumes on Falconry and Shooting. In 1915 
he published “Thirty-five Years in the New 
Forest,” and he was author of portions of the 
Fur and Feather series and of various articles 
in magazines. He had been manager of the 
Oid Hawking Club since 1872.

MR. JOHN HOLLWEY. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
John Hollwey, which occurred at his residence, 
Cabinteely House, last Saturday morning. 

Mr. John Hollwey was born in Dublin, 
has father being engaged in shipbuilding and 
repairing work at Sir John Rogerson’s quav, 
and also in farming on an extensive wie at 
Crumlin, where his family resided. At an 
early age Mr. Hollwey entered the service of 
the late Mr. George Bell, shipbroker and 
timber merchant, who was Llovd's agent in 
Dublin. On the death of Mr. Bell some years 
ago. Mr. Hollwey succeeded to the active 
working of the business under the title of 
George Bell and Co. He was thus #@loselv 
identified with the shipping of the port of 
Dublin. Owners an traders recognised in him 
one who was fully conversant with everything 
relating to the traffic, and one whose business 
was conducted with integrity and ability. 

As a representative of the shipping indus- 
try, Mr. Hollwey was co-opted a member of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board in April, 
1908, and he was elected Vice-Chairman of 
that Board in 1913. In the following year 
he was appointed Chairman. Three years 
afterwards he was again placed in the vice- 
chair, and again he was chairman in 1918 and 
1919. He held the “record ” in these posi- 
tions, which went to show that he was highly 
respected by his colleagues. Mr. Hollwey was 
also a member of the Executive Committee of 
the Dock and Harbour Authorities’ Associa- 
tion, London, as a representative of the Dublin, 
Cork and Limerick harbour authorities. These 
meetings in London he attended regularly, and 
his services were highly valuable. 

Mr. Hollwey was also a member of the 
Loughlinstown Board of Guardians, which he 
attended regularly. In addition to his 
numerous other responsibilities, he was for 
years a member of the Couneil of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. His eldest son was 
a major in the Artillery, and served in the 
great war. From the effects of his wounds 
and the disease which he contracted while on 
active service this officer died at home on his 
return from India. His second son, who also 
served as an officer. in the war, retired, and 
then joined his father in the business. Mr. 
Hollwey had five daughters, one being the 
widow of the late Bishop Collins; the others 
are living with their mother at Cabinteely 
House.

When President Cosgrave arrived on 
board the Scotia at Holyhead one of his 
first statements was that American 
reporters have been very much misrepre- 
sented in those frivolous accounts which 
insist on depicting them as rushing at 
distinguished strangers in a headlong and 
embarrassing manner. 

Their colleagues here may, or may not, 
be glad to hear that newspapermen in the 
States do not invariably address the people 
they interview with great familiarity and 
hurl out a list of staggering queries on 
intimate personal matters that even public 
men might be allowed to consider their 
own business and not for publication. 

Mr. Cosgrave found the reporters he met 
on his tour far from alarming. “ They 
were most reasonable,” he said, “and 
asked very intelligent questions.”’ 

It was evident everywhere he went, he 
said, that women entered very largely into 
public life; there are three women 
members of Congress, and in Washington 
he met a Miss Meta V. Willebrant, who 
holds the position of Assistant Attorney- 
General in the Department of Justice, and 
takes a prominent part on matters con- 
nected with prohibition.

BELFAST, Sunday. 

An important proposal is to be submitted 
to a special meeting of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion on Wednesday next, affecting the future 
control of the city’s adminiétration. 

The Lord Mayor (the Right Hon. Sir 
William Turner) will propose the: appoint- 
ment of a committee of five members, with 
very extensive powers—amounting practically 
to the establishment of a Corporation Com- 
mission—to manage the .affairs of the city 
and introduce administrative reforms and 
economies. 

The proposal is the outcome of the 
criticisms of the management of the various 
Corporation departments which have been 
going on for several years, and has particular 
reference to the report. of the Economy Com- 
mittee, which was presided over by Councillor 
M‘Clure. This committee passed severe 
strictures on the ‘‘ waste and extravagance ”’ 
in some of the Corporation departments and 
on the competency of certain officials, and 
suggested various economies which, if carried 
out in their entirety, would reduce the city 
yates by over 28. in the &. 

The M‘Clure report has been under the 
consideration of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee of the Corporation for some months, 
and the Lord Mayor recently declared that 
he was going to devote his time this year to 
an effort to reform the civic administration. 

For the past few weeks the Lord Mavor has 
been in constant daily attendance at the City 
Hall making investigations and attending the 
meetings of the various committees. 

SUP2ORT FOR THE LORD MAYOR, 

An influential section of the Corporation 1s 
supporting the efforts of the Lord Mayor, 
who has also behind him the united support 
of the business section of the community. 

A joint meeting of representatives of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, Chamber of 
Trade, Wholesale Merchants’ Association and 
the Belfast Rotary Club recently passed a 
resolution demanding the establishment of 
an eflictent and ecomomical civic administra- 
tion, and indicated that if this were not 
achieved before the lst June they would 
press for the appointment of Commissioners 
or a city manager, 

The proposa! to be submitted to the special 
meeting of the City Council on Wednesday is 
an effort to meet the wishes of the business 
community and the citizens generally, who 
have lost faith in the ability of the Cor- 
poration as a whole, as shown by the ad- 
verse vote in the plebiscite for the Corpora- 
tion Bill a few weeks ago. 

It is well known that savings could be 
effected in the administration of many of the 
Corporation departments, and that the wages 
and salaries paid to municipal workers are 
considerably higher than those paid in 
equivalent occupations outside the Corpora- 
tion, It has been suggested, however, that 
the fairest way to meet this would be to 
institute a general cut in wages and salaries 
of ten per cent., applicable to all Corpora- 
tion employes. 

It is not improbable that when the pro- 
posal to appoint the committee of five comes 
beture the Corporation on Wednesday it will 
with strenuous opposition from a sec- 
of the Council; but, if defeated, it 
greatly strengthen the demand in the 
eily lor the appointment of Commissioners.

Portion of the cabin where she re- 
sided was knocked down by the lightning, 
and her father, Patrick Keane, was 
severely injured, 

A eow belonging to néighbours, which 
had taken shelter in a barn beside the 
house, was killed by the lightning, as 
was a dog, belonging to the Keanes, 
which was in the barn. 

EMBANKMENTS GIVE WAY. 

At 5.45 this morning warning was con- 
veyed to the Civic Guards that the em- 
bankments of the Corrib, on what is 
known as the Duke road, near the city, 
were giving way. A party of men, under 
Timothy Duggan, the town foreman, were 
rushed to the spot where the water was 
beginning to break the embankment. It 
was found that part of the embankment 
already had fallen and portion of the 
land had been flooded. 

Horses and carts were hastily re- 

quisitioned, and the men began the work 
of stemming the flood by strenxthening 
the embankment with cartloads of cliy 
and stones. ‘They succeeded in prevert- 
ing any further floods until the storm 
had spent its fury.

In Sweetbriar street, Gloucester, a 
chimney-stack crashed through the roof of 
a house occupied by Mrs. Robinson and 
her family, killing Stanley George, aged 
three years ten months, and injuring two 
older children.

The 
Rivers Glenelly, Owenkillew and Strule, 
well known to anglers, have their con- 
fluence south-east of the town, and as the 
deluge of rain continued the River 
Mourne,. which is fed by the other rivers, 
overflowed its banks and spread over many 
fields from which root crops have not yet 
been lifted. The low-lying lands of the 
Derg valley were similarly inundated. 

On Saturday, following incessant -rains, 
Strabane district experienced great floods. 
In the eastern portion of Donegal, about six 
miles from Strabane, bridges are impassable. 
Castlefin—The county road leading to the 
Diamond, Castlefin, is under water, and can- 
not be traversed. Farming operations are 
completely held up. 

In Roscommon Nouse and plantations suf- 
fered severely.

Westminster Cathedral was the scene of a 
striking ceremony yesterday afternoon, when, 
in the presence of an enoimous congregation, 
aud with the pomp and ritual of the Koman 
Cathohe Church, the sixth anniversary ef the 
ccronation of Pope Pius XI. was celebrated. 
In addition to the ecclesiastical dignatories 
there were present a large number of priests 
and nuns, the Ambassaddérs and Ministers 
of sixtea@n foreign countries, members of both 
Houses of Parliament, and representatives of 
thirty-seven different Roman Catholic societies 
and organisations. 

The celebration took place at Vespers, 
which were followed by Benediction, given 
by Cardinal Bourne. 

After the religious ceremony, €ardinal 
Bourne held a reception in the Archbishop's 
House, and in the course of an address said 
that Pius XI. had never failed to lift up his 
voice to proclaim the message of peace among 
rations, which was so often uttered by his 
predecessor. Therefore it was a suprise to 
none that at the beginning of last year his 
accredited representative in otie of the great 
capitals of Kurope should, in his own name 
and on behalf of his diplomatic colleagues, 
weclaim the efforts after lasting peace asso- 
cited with the name of Locarno. 

A small knob of turbulent peace-wreckers 
sought to minimise by misrepresentation the 
effect of that declaration of the. Papal 
Nuncio at Paris; but their mischievous 
endeavours bore no fruit, save in making the 
loyal children of the Church determined to 
manifest their loyalty more openly and more 
affectionately than ever before. 

Though.this celebration was in contempla- 
tion many months ago, it actually fell at an 
opportune moment, when all Cathohes in 
England were specially glad to show their 
love for, and confidence in, the centre of 
Catholic unity: A few of their fellow- 
countrymen thought well, not long ago, to 
assoviaté themselves in criticism of Papal 
policy with those peace-destroyers in France, 
forgetting, apparently, that these—their 
models in criticism—were but recently most 
bitter enemies of England and all her) ways. 
Opposition to the Holy See always led folk 
into very strange Companionship.

_M. Poincaré, the Premier; ag. here 
to-aay, said that ihe evil actions and misguided 
conduct. of certain” “had re the 
conscience of Alsace, and would haire to 
indignant protests at the forthcoming 
elections. The country would be dumb- 
founded at the infamy which would be re- 
vealed, and would certainly not tolerate any 
longer the existence in. Alsace of newspapérs 
financed from a foreign source, which, under 
the mask of autonumy and neutrality. for 
Alsace, were preparing the way for @ fresh 
amiputation of French territory. Certain in- 
dividuals had even advanced the absurd pre- 
tension of finding analogies..in Brittany, 
Corsica and Flanders, becanse these places 
had preserved their ancient’ dialects. The 
existence of dialects did not alter-the fact 
that the soul of France was indivisible, and 
her territory could not be divided. Alsace 
could not be allowed to become the refuge for 
a band of intriguing adventurers. 

Those Belgians, Swiss and Canadians 
who ordinarily spoke French, M. Poincare 
continued, were still Belgians, Swiss and 
Canadians, and no one thought of con- 
testing the nationality they had adopted. 
Those Alsatians who spoke a dialect of 
German were none the less excellent Fren¢h- 
men. ‘* We should not,” M. Poincaré. said, 
‘commit the error of interfering * the 
affairs of Belgium, Switzerland, or Canada, 
or of trying to inyoke the help of the League 
of Nations under the pretext of protecting 
French culture or French traditions; . but 
neither can we permit’ foreign influences to 
insinuate themselves in the administration of 
our internal afifairs.’’ 

LOVE FOR FRANCE, 

M. Poincaré drew a picture of the un- 
alterable love of Alsace for France, for all 
time her mother country. After 4870 the 
demand for the rights of the French had 
beén obstinate and unwavering. He recalled 
the enthusiasm with which the deliverance 
of Alsace and Lorraine was greeted and the 
demoastrations of loyalty and _ patriotism 
which were continually being repeated, The 
results of all the elections had proved the 
same love for France. The electors of Alsace, 
M. Poincaré concluded, would always ask of 
these who sought for their votes: “ Are you 
French without reserve, without, conditions, 
and without reticence ?” Those who could 
not reply clearly to this question would 
ulways be rejected hy the Alsatians. 

The town, which was magnificently 
corated, gave the-Prime Minister an 
thusiastic reception. 

Besides’ M. Poincaré, 
speakers delivered orations.

DISCORDANT INCIDENT. 

After the banquet, M. Poincaré had to 
appear on the balcony of the Prefecture. ac- 
companied by the local Prefect and Lord 
Mayor.

‘Long live Poincaré,’”’ and winding up with 
the “ Marsellaise.”’ 

There was a final ovation at the railway 
station, where, in answer to the clamour of 
the crowd the Prime Minister had to show 
himself at the window of the carriage. 

A discordant incident, occasioned by Cem- 
munists, occurred, however, in the 
outside the station. Just as M. Poincaré 
was getting into the train, the shout of 
“Down with Poincaré’’ was raised by the 
Communist Deputy Hueber, and a party of 
his friends who were with him joined 
in. The crowd made an ugly rush at them, 
and the police had great difficulty in pro- 
tecting them. It was only after the Com- 
munists had got a bad mauling that the 
police managed to get them away to the Com- 
munist headquarters, where they barricaded 
themselves. For some time a crowd was 
gathered round the Communist premises, and 
on the bucle band of a Society passing by, 
the crowd stopped them and made them plays 
patriotic airs.

LINESMEN’S WAGES TAKEN BY

Michael Horan, a linesman, employed by the 
Great Southern Railways Company, is re- 
ported to have been “held-up”’ by armed and 
masked men on the railway track between 
Clarecastle and Ennis, and relieved of £22 
12s. lld. in cash. He had been entrusted by 
the stationmaster at Clarecastle with the 
wages of a gang of linesmen.

IRISH FORWARDS HANDICAPPED. : 

lo solid scrimmaging Payvbe, 
Farrell, Cagney, Hanrahan and Beamish 
deserve every credit. Pike was lame from a 
very early stage of the game, and seemed to 
cet worse as type wore on, so the amount 
of work the five named had to put into their 
scrimmaging can well be imagined. Clinvh 
was not so prominent in the loose as against 
France, but he did a lot of fine stopping 
work and tackling. Browne played his best 
game this season, without coming back to 
anything like the tearaway little forward we 
knew him to be last season. There were 
many occasions when both he and Clinch 
were standing clear of the scrimmage at the 
same time. What this was meaning to the 
five solid workers was explained when, in the 
second half, or, at least, the later stages of 
it, they began to go under before the English 
scrimmagers. 

While the game was not great, it was a 
fine one to watch, more by reason of very 
fine spoiling and tackling than by any 
spectacular back play. The forwards were 
very level, and but for Pike’s injury the Irish 
eight might have had the upper hand all 
through. It was no discredit to lose the 
game, and our chances against Scotland and 
Wales may be said to be fairly good, though 
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I do consider we have come to the time when 
we must find some new young forwards and 
another wing three-quarter. 


ARE GOAL JUDGES REQUIRED? 

Mr. Freethy controlled the game .and 
players as well as could be done, and there 
were very few instances of temper or heat. 
The drop goal at the end of the game left 
many of the spectators mm doubt as to the 
result, and walking away from the ground 
the question could be heard: Which side won? 
Of course, there should be no doubt in any- 
hody’s mind, since, after the goal had been 
kicked, the restart was from. the centre of 
the field. What does arise, though, is the 
question whether there should not be goal 
judges always in position to say whether a 
goal had been scored or not. How often 
does it happen that a referee is not in a 
position to see whether the ball goes over 
the bar or not or to the right or left of the 
posts? If goal judges were appointed, the 
touch judges also would be baine of the 
constant bother of racing from. the lines to 
the goals. 

HOW THE PLAY WENT. 

Ireland had the advantage of the strong 
wind, and from the first scrum, formed at 
half-way, the forwards got possession, and 
Davy. cutting through, gave a long pass to 
H. W. Stephenson, who kicked too strongly 
ahead, and England touched down. Sugden 
marked the drop oul, and got, a ood touch 
inside the English 25, where Ireland again 
got the ball from a scrum, but Periton spoiled 
Sugden and the ball went into touch.

A long touch by Clinch from a free and a 
tackle of Young by Browne, brought Ireland 
back to the attack, and from a pass by 
Sugden, Davy again made ground before 
passing to H. W. Stephenson, who allowed 
the ball to drop out of his hands into touch. 
From here the English forward; came away 
in a rush, which was looking dangerous when 
Stewart picked up cleverly. and though his 
long kick with the wind did not get touch, 
Sellar much shorter with his return.

IRELAND'S FIRST TRY. 

So far Ireland had been having the bulk 
of the play, and our backs were getting a 
good share of the ball, but the defence of the 
visitors was very keen, and their extra speed 
enabled them quickly to close up temporary 
gaps made in their ranks. Davy again 
endeavoured to ct-out an openir., and again 
resorted to the Jong pass, but this time 
Arigho, whose hands obviously had not yet 
got warm, failed to pick up when in a good 
position, Still Ireland kept up the pressure, 
and, in endeavouring to rais the siege, 
Aarvold had a kick charged down by Ganiy 
inside his own 25, and Arigho, picking up 
smartly on the run, slipped over to open the 
scoring for Ireland after eighteen minutes’ 
play. G. V. Stephenson made 2 good attempt 
to convert, but failed. 

IRISH LINE IN DANGER. 

In the next moment we very nearly lost 
the lead, H. W. Stephenson having a kick 
charged down inside his own 25 bv Stark, 
and it looked long odds on a score when 
one cf the English forwards kicked too hard 
and the ball went over the dead ball line. 
From the drop otit, Davy got a good touch, 
and Arigho, cleverly intercepting a pass from 
Young to Taylor, tried a short punt over the 
line, but he was not in it when it came to a 
race for the touch. A great in-and-out pass- 
ing movement, started by Hanley and carried 
on by Stark, Tucker, and Periton, brought 
England right to our line, where oniy 2 
knock-on prevented a score. Then Young got 
his backs moving, and the ball travelled 
along the line to Palmer, who, taking ins 
pass when going at full speed, charged past 
H. W Stephenson and went all out for the 
line. Stewart. however, savel the situation 
by knocking him off his legs, and Sugden 
prevented him from recovering. This did 
finish a period of anxiety for the Irish 
supporters. as  Aarvold was presented 
fine chance of dropping a 

failed badly, but Stewart 
fumbled, and -had té resort to a 
desperate fly-kick down the centre of the field 
to prevent a score. Clinch. with a fine kick, 
changed the scene of operations. and when an 
English movement. broke down G. V. Stephen- 
son picked up and made a glorious opening 
for his brother. It looked as if he had only 
to run moderately fast to get a certain try, 
but Taylor came across to knock him over 
with a great tackle. Time was slipping away 
and with it Ireland's chance oí gaining a 
substantial lead while they had the wind 
behind them, and Stewart (twice) and Clinch 
did not improve matters by kicking the ball 
out of play in the space of a few minutes. 
Still kicking continued, Laird and Sellar on 
one side and Stewart on the other being very 
prominent in this respect. 

SELLAR’'S FINE SAVE. 

From one of Stewart's kicks, which did not 
find touch, Sellar had to race back a long 
wav to retrieve the ball. which he reached 
with Payne and Hanrahan almost on his 
heels, but he cleverly evaded both of them 
and got ina useful kick. Still play remained 
in Enelish territory, and Davy once again 
tried his cut-through and pass direct to the 
wing. but again he failed to find H. W. 
Stephenson at home, and the ball went into 
touch. When, in the next minute, the hall 
travelled across the line to Arigho that player 
had not speed enough to get away from 
Tavlor. who tackled him. Next Young came 
into prominence with one of his trick runs, 
and he cleared all opposition but Stewart, 
who managed to bow! him over with a hand- 
trip. Perilon appeared on the scene and 
picked up, but was immediately bundled into 
touch by Browne. The English forwards, 
coming up to the interval, were getting on 
top in the scrums, and Young on one occa- 
sion was beautifully tackled by Davy when 
he tried to slip through from a scrum at our 
95. Another movement was smashed up by 
G. V. Stephenson tackling Aarvold. Show- 
ing clever control of the ball in a dribble, 
Tucker placed the Trish line in danger, but 
Stewart picked up.and got in his kick, which 
did not find touch. but Sellar replied by 
sending the ball dead. 


OPENING OF SECOND HALF. 
When G. V. Stenhenson restarted for 
Ireland Clinch, following up, knocked Cove- 
Smith over with the ball at the English 25. 
From scrums here, however, England got the 
ball twice. On the first occasion Laird 
knocked-on Young’s reverse pass, but tlre 
next time Young, working the blind side, let 
Taylor away on a great ran to the Irish 25, 
where his pass inwards was intercepted by 
G. V. Stephenson. From’a scrum here 
Ireland got the ball, and fine passing by 
Daly: Ganly and G. V. Stephenson let H. W. 
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away, but he did not get far 
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the Lansdowne man his opponent 
in such a manner that he caused him ‘to 
foozle his pass, and the bal! went into touch. 
Young caused us further uneasiness by elud- 
ing Clinch and several others before passing 
to Periton, who, howeyer, put a stop to the 
movement by passing forward to Laird at 
our 25.

Then came Iveland’s second score after 
fifteen minutes of the second half had elapsed, 
Davy started a movement from loose play, 
and Sugden, giving his. “'dummxv,” made a 
splendid opening for MH.

ENGLAND PRESENTED WITH EASY 
SCORE. 

They were pressing hard when Browne 
attempted to ease the situation by running 
across with the object of opening up for the 
backs, but he finished up with a pass that 
went behind Ganly, and with Arigho failing 
to pick up, Richardson was presented with 
a soft score near the posts, but in the effort 
io convert the ball struck the upright. 
Following the half-way kick there was a lot 
of kicking’ by both sides. Then Clinch led 
av Irish forward rush in which Farrell and 
Davy joined, but Sellar picked up, and, with 
the aid of the wind, regained a jot of ground.

Beamish was next to 
handle, and he passed to Arigho, who 
returned the ball to him when tackled by 
Sellar. Beamish. however, had not the 
speed to finish off the job, and Prentice 
appeared on the scene to bundle him into 
touch. The English forwards continued to 
get most of the ball in the scrums, but 
Laird. on most occasions, was content to 
gain ground by kicking, and neither he nor 
the centres risked being tackled with the 
ball. One movement got the ball out to 
Palmer, who tried to repeat his first half 
mane@uvre of cutting through on the inside 
of H. W. Stephenson, but this time G. V.

THE WINNING SCORE. 

Young and Hanley were in turn kept out 
in almost miraculous fashion, but the sus- 
tained pressure had the effect of throwing 
our backs off their guard for anything but 
frustrating dashes for the line, and they 
were taken entirely unawares when Richard. 
son steadied himself for a drop at goal, which 
came off. England thus, for the first time 
in the match, went into a lead of one point, 
with about five minutes left for play.’ The 
half-way kick did not help us very much, for 
Sugden was caught off-side, and Sellar got 
touch inside our 25. Passing towards the 
right saw Clinch saving the situation and 
leading an Irish rush. Then H. W. Stephen. 
son made his best run. of the match, but he 
tried to do too much, and after beating 
several opponents was pulled down by Hanley 
in possession of the ball. England resumed 
the offensive, and Laird let Palmer away, 
but after beating H. W. Stephenson he was 
held up and despatched into touch by Stewart. 
In the last second of the game Sellar, field- 
ing a loose kick, had a drop at goal and 
very nearly succeeded, the ball striking the 
upright and coming back into play. Arigho 
picked up and, beating ‘laylor, had a chance 
of letting Ganly, who had raced up outside 
him, away, but he elected to kick, and it 
proved the last one of the game.

J. Cagney 
were very good. but W. F. Browne was not 
his old self. while one hardly saw anything 
of J. D. Clineh. 

I like the Irish halves. Mark Sugden ‘is a 
jolly good scrum half, and caught both 
Young and Periton navoing when he got his 
try. In the second half Davy showed iudg- 
ment. too, at ontside-half. G. V. Stephenson 
and J. E. Arigho were easilv the best of the 
three-quarters.

TRIBUTE TO THE IRISH FORWARDS.

Beyond ques- 
tion the changes forward made a vast 
difference, for Sparkes was prominent through- 
out the game in his dribbling, following up 
and tackling, while Prentice gave solidly to 
a pack whose heeling improved steadily as 
the game advanced.

The Irish forwards, especially Payne, were 
a fine lot in their quick breaking up and 
pace, and Davy was easily the best of the 
backs. George Stephenson's best work was 
in defence, but as a line the Irish ''threes 
were inferior to. those of England. 

WHEN THE MATCH WAS WON. 

Colonel Philin Trevor, C.B.E., in the Dai/y 
Telegraph :—Narrow as was the victory Eng- 
land gained, I have no hesitation in saying 
that it was deserved. To play well in difli- 
cult conditions is the supreme test of capa- 
city of Rugby football, and that is what the 
England team did in this game. To both 
sides must credit be given for doing the 
unusual thing—being at their best when con- 
ditions were the most. difficult. In the first 
half the England half-backs were first rate, 
while Arthur Young retained his form. 
Aarvold made a mistake or two, but he 
played well and with good judgment. while 
it is curious what the side owed to Richard-

Excellent was Stanbury. while Cove-Smith, 
who led the pack most successfully, did a lot 
of undramatic hard work. 

Individually a Jot of the Irishmen played 
well. Among the backs, Sugden and George 
Stephenson were the most consistently re- 
liable, though Ganly, Harry Stephenson and 
Davey were often cropping up In pleasant 
evidence. Still as a combined attacking force 
I do not think the Irish back division was 
by any means as good as the English. I am 
somewhat puzzled as to what to say about 
the Irish pack, but this much is certain, In 
the loose they. did not do the advancing 
seythe work we had rather anticipated, and 
so there was hardly any of the mowing down 
of the English forwards. The game was won 
and lost in the first forty minutes, when the 
English forwards played so magnificently as 
to keep the ball away from the Irish backs. 

Those eight men more than anyone else 
well and truly laid the foundation of victory. 
There was not one of them who did not 

lay an excellent game, but I would select 
lanley, Stark. Tucker and Prentice as worthy 
of special mention for hard. valiant and con- 
sistent work. And those Irish forwards were 
not easily overcome. 

Horsey Browne was not. perhaps, the 
player of last season. but Beamish, Payne.
